DROWNING AOOIDENT IN ILLINOIS.

V ictoria, B. C., May 27.—A terrible ac- 
oident occurred here yostorday by a bridgo 
giving way, carrying a crowded street car 
w ith it. A sham fight and roviow was to 
take place a t Macaulay Point, near Es- 
quim ault, in the afternoon, and crowds 
were m aking their way there. A ll the 
tram cars wera packed. 
Two cars left 
Government street w ith upw ards of a 
hundred people. 
The first got ovor Point 
Kilic bridge safely, b u t when the other 
was about half way ovor the m iddle span * 
of the bridgo, about 150 feet in length, gave 
way and the car plunged into the water, 
100 feet-below. 
The car was completely 
submerged and all on board wore drowned, 
w ith the exception of some Of those on the 
platform, who m anaged to save them ­ 
selves by swimming. 
There were cer­ 
tainly over fifty lives lost. 


Numbers of the bodies have alrea rt^becn 
got up, and the w ork of identification is 
proceeding. It is a difficulté m atter, as a 
great m any of the bodies are those of 
visitors.

Cairo, Ills., May 27.—A hurricane and 
cloudburst struck this city yesterday. 
Fourteen lives were lost by the sinking of 
the steam ferryboat Katharine. Five miles 
of telegraph pules were blown down on tho 
Mobile and Ohio railway. 
The Opera 
House and Union depot were unroofed. 
Numbers of treos were destroyed and signs 
blown down, but no houses were destroyed 
or lives lost in tho city. 


The storm came up very suddenly from 
the northw est. The ferryboat had ju st 
started from Cairo and was /*till in the 
Ohio river and near the Illinois shore. Tho 
rain was very heavy and the people were 
all in the cabin, w ith the doors shut. 
There was no w arning; tho boat turned 
ovor when the squall iirst struck her. 


Tho oaptain and the clerk wore both at 
the wheel and were blown out of the pilot 
house into the water and the boat turned 
over on them . They happened to be so far 
away that as she came over they caught 
the guard and pulled out from boneath 
her. Of those in the cabin only Dr. O rr 
and Joseph Curry got out, and they were 
badly hurt.

B u t th o Suprem e C ourt R evcrtos th e Con­ 
viction of tho H o t b a’s Mat os. 


W ashington-, May 26.— Chief Justice 
F uller yesterday delivered the opinion of 
the supreme court in the case of the United 
States vs. J. H. S. W iborg, captain of tho 
Hor?a, and Mates Johansen and Petersen. 


W iborg, w ith his associates, is accused 
of attem pting to land arm s surreptitiously 
in Cuba. 
They were found guilty under 
the neutrality laws in the United States 
court a t Philadelphia. 


Yesterday’s opinion held that the decis­ 
ion of the Pennsylvania court was corrcct 
on the point th at tho expedition was a 
violation of the neutrality laws. The judg­ 
m ent of this court was aflirmed as to W i­ 
borg, but reversod as to the mates, Johan­ 
sen and Petersen, on the ground th at thoy 
were ignorant of the purpose of the expe­ 
dition. 


Justice H arlan concurred in the reversal 
of the judgm ent as to Peterson and Jo­ 
hansen, b u t dissented from the judgm ent 
affirm ing tho sentence ¿gainst W iborg.

KEEPING HOGS TREE FJROM CHOIiEBA. 
I have sold hogs since 1851, and 
during that time havo averaged $4.64 
per hundredweight, writes W. B. 
Hoyt, of Illinois. 
During all these 
years I have lost animals but twice 
from any disease—onoo from cholera 
and once from influenza. 
I attribute 
my suocess to my manner of feeding. 
1 feed a large amount of ship stutt or 
ground wheat. 
My hogs get slop 
regularly unless the weather is ex­ 
tremely cold, at which time I feed a 
dry ration. 
They frequently follow 
cattle. Some people say it is my luck. 
—American Agriculturist. 


BlhO CORN GROWN WITH POTATOES. 
For three years,states a Connecticut 
farmer, I have raised corn for the silo 
on tho same land with my potatoes, 
with good result. 
I manure well for 
potatoes and fertilize in the drill. 
I 
plow and harrow deeply, furrow out 
the rows three feet apart, put in ferti­ 
lizer and brush it in, and drop the 
seed twelve inches apart. 
Then har­ 
row likely crosswise, and in a week 
lengthwise, and when the potatoes be­ 
gin to prick through,harrow again; by 
this time the land is mellow—if not 
too wet—and has no weeds. 
When 
you see the weeds begin to sprout, 
start your cultivator, go slow close to 
the plant; then in a fews days use a 
horse hoe for ridging tho covers the 
weed in the hills. 
As the weeds are 
small, this will save hand hoeing. 
Af­ 
ter the weeds are killed—say in from 
three to six days—then cultivate to 
bring down this ridge. 
Then ridge 
again at the right time, and just be­ 
fore the vibes fall, sow ft JJttle ferti­ 
lizer between the rows; run the culti­ 
vator through, shutting it 'as closely 
as you cun,say from four to six inches; 
then run your horse corn planters, set 
to one kernel in four inches, after 
which it needs no care till ready for 
the silo. 
If everything works well, 
the potatoes are through growing when 
the corn is ten or twelve inches high, 
and the potatoes will cover the ground 
so no weeds will start. 
I think the 
corn shades the ground, and prevents 
the potatoes from rotting. 
I cut two 
rows in fifteen or twenty, feed this 
corn to the cows and dig the potatoes, 
making a. road over which to draw 
the corn to the silo.—New England 
Homestead.

Somo cook the bones and meat be­ 
fore they cut them, making the cut­ 
ting much easier and the bones easier 
to digest. 
One ounce to ft hen fed two 
or three times a week makes a good 
average for feeding, but much depends 
upon the flock and other conditions. 


The bones cannot be ground, but 
must be cut by a machine for that pur­ 
pose called a “ bone cutter. 99 
They 
can be had for §5 to $12 that do good 
work and will pay themselves in a 
short time. 


To those who have never seen cut 
green bone I will say that it muoh re­ 
sembles ground sausage meat when out 
very fine. 


Green cut bone is also used, by mix­ 
ing withcornmeal and baking, to feed 
dogs. 


In summer when the hens have a 
free range a little green bone in the 
morning and a little wheat or grain oi 
some kind at night will be all they 
will need, the amount to give depend« 
ing on the range they have,—Farm, 
tfi*ld and Fireside. 


HOW A SMALIi CHEESE IS MADE. 


The milk should be at a heat of 
eighty degrees, and the rennet for 100 
pounds of milk will be two ounces. 
A 
good rennet is made in this w ay: One 
sliced lemon and six ounces of salt are 
put in a quart of boiling water and 
left two hours. 
This is strained and 
set to cool. 
When cold, one stomach 
of a sucking calf, cleaned of its con­ 
tents, but not washed, and well salted 
and dried, is soaked in the liquid for 
twelve hours. 
This liquid is then 
bottled for use. 
Two ounces of it is 
sufficient for 100 pounds of milk. The 
curd will be made in an hour or less, 
and when it is stiff enough to be lifted 
by tho finger and break across it is 
ready for the press.

At a recent meeting which the writer 
attended the question of how ranch it 
cost to keep cows, figuring tho feed 
consumed at market rates, and how 
much the receipts of the dairy were 
for the year 1895 was asked. 
Only 
one man in the audience could tell. 
Only three men had any idea of the 
individual excellences of their cows, 
so that they could tell which was the 
best or poorest cow. 
Will this plan 
of dairying bring prosperity to the 
farmer? 
Has any industry ever suc­ 
ceeded when there was no definite plan 
or accurate knowledge about it? What 
the dairy industry needs more than 
any other thing is individual study of 
the conditions, not of tho Nation, but 
of the farm itself, and to see if the 
farm, farmer and dairy are in harmony 
with the market conditions which con­ 
front this producer. 
There must be 
more downright, hard study in the 
matter. 
In this day and generation 
there is no excuse for two men to live 
side by side and the dairy of one pro­ 
duce twice as much milk as that of the 
other. 
The difference is exactly the 
conception of tho two men in regard 
to their business, and that difference 
is simply tho result on the one hand 
of honest inquiry and application of 
acquired knowledge, ancl a halting, 
listless policy of putting off till to­ 
morrow what should have been done 
to-day.

If this disruption in the A ? ? . A. is 
•the beginning of its end as a secret po 
litical organisation, the candidacy of 
McKinley has at least done some good 
already. 
While we do not pretend to 
be familiar with all the principles and 
objects of this organization, it is enough 
to know that it seeks to »control the 
• elections of the country through secret 
methods, which, in itself, is so entirely 
un American as to bring it within the 
condemnation of all fair and liberal 
minded men. 


Secret societies in them selves, when 
*established for the promulgation 
of 
great principles, for the good of society 
and the country, or for the purpose of 
jelieving the distress and furthering the 
interests of their members, certainly 
deserve to prosper and are in no sense 
a menace to anybody or anything. 
It 
is safe to say that when they do not 
have some great and worthy underly­ 
ing object, they must sooner or later 
succumb. 
Politics as we know it, is 
bad enough, secret enough and corrupt 
enough, without the organization of 
special secret organizations to further 
thwait the free and open expression ot 
opinion, so necessary to the safety ot 
our form of government. 


As we view the situation, there is no 
necessity in this country for the A. P. 
A. as we understand it. 
It is true, it 
>seems to be powerful, and probably 
has some worthy objects which have 
attracted as members a great many 
people, yet the verdict of the country 
will surely assert itself against it, unless 
it breaks of its own accord before that 
•time comes, and the Washington meet­ 
ing seems to have been the entering 
wedge to that end.

ican soil.

Tho landowner is tho 
Duke of Bedford, and the lands are 
his Thorney and Wansford estate. His 
outlay, according to Mr. Wilson Fox. 
one of the assistant commissioners to 
the Royal Commission on Agriculture, 
during the twenty-one years from 1872 
to 1891, was over $2,650,000. 
The 
total rent received from the property 
during that period was $3,750,000. 
Thus the average annual outgoings 
represented 70. G per cent, of the aver­ 
age annual rent received, without de­ 
ducting income tax. 
The net income 
derived from the estate in 1893 gave 
no rent at all for the land, and repre 
sen ted only 3 A per cent, on the sums 
spent on buildings.

WOMEN JNJTHE ARMY. 


ROM timo to time 
stories are told of 
women who served 
as soldiers during 
the Civil War—but 
records of the de­ 
partment at Wash­ 
ington are 
silent 
concerning most of 
them. 
There are 
authenticated, and 
only two, of women, commissioned by 
the Government who served disguised 
as men.

In “ Michigan in the War,” a histor- 
rical sketch of the Michigan regiments 
which served, carefully compiled by 
the Adjutant-General, there is an allu­ 
sion to Frank Thompson, which says : 
“ In Company F, Second Michigan, 
there enlisted at Flint, 
Franklin 
Thompson 
(or 
Frank, 
as usually 
called), aged twenty, ascertained af­ 
terward and about the time he left 
the regiment to have been a female, 
and a good looking one at that. 
She 
succeeded in concealing her sex mott 
admirably, serving in various cam­ 
paigns and battles of the regiment as 
a soldier. She remained with her com­ 
mand until April, 1863, when, it is 
supposed, she apprehended a disclos­ 
ure of her sex and deseited.” 


Such in brief is the history which is 
attached to the record of Sarah E. E. 
Seeleye (born Edmonds) in the war 
department. 
She was able to serve 
two years as a man before she was 
forced to desert in order to conceal 
her sex. 
But she found her way back 
into the service in another capacity, 
and served throughout the entire war. 


She shared all the trials and priva­ 
tions which befell her regiment; par­ 
ticipated in the first battle of Bull 
Run ; followed McClellan through the 
Peninsula campaign, and was never 
absent from duty while wearing the 
blue. 
Her captain said years after 
the war that she was driven from 
home by a stepmother when only six­ 
teen years old, and that she adopted 
male attire and was a publishing house 
canvasser. 
He also says she made a 
tour of Canada, reaching Flint, Mich., 
in timo to enlist. 
Her sex was never 
suspected and her desertion was the 
topic of eveiy camp fire, for Frank­ 
lin was a great favorite. 
This deser­ 
tion was never satisfactorily accounted 
for. 
She claims she was constrained 
to dress as a man and become a sol­ 
dier through a strong impulse which 
she could not resist. 


She says of that period: “I had no 
other motive in enlisting than love for 
suffering humanity, 
I ielt called to 
go and do what I could for the de­ 
fense of the rig h t; if I could not fight 
I could take the place of some one who 
could and thus add one more soldier 
to the ranks. 
1 had no desire to be 
promoted to any office; I went with no 
other ambition than to nurse the sick 
and care for the wounded, 
I had in­ 
herited from my mother the rare gift 
of nursing, and when not too weary 
and exbauhted there was a magnetic 
power in my hands to soothe delirium.” 
Actuated only by such motives, she 
enlistee} under the name of Fiankliu 
Thompson as a private soldier in com­ 
pany F, Second Michigan Infantry 
Volunteers about tho 25th of May, 
1861, and was mustered into the ser­ 
vice by 
Lieutenant-Colonel J. R, 
Smith, U. S. A. 
At first she enlisted 
for three months and afterward for 
threo yeais or during the war.

When the Union army retreated to 
Centerville Heights, stacked arms, and 
threw itself on the ground, as she sup­ 
posed for the night, she went into the 
stone church, which was used as a 
hospital at Centerville, and became so 
much engaged in doing what she could 
for the wounded and dying that she 
forgot everything outside the hospital. 


Before she knew it the entire army 
had retreated to Washington. 
Sho es­ 
caped under cover of the darkness and 
made her way alone to Washington, 
reaching camp twenty-four hours after 
her company. Her coolness on tiiis oc­ 
casion and her general conduct as a 
soldier led to her detail shortly after 
as mail carrier to the Second Michi­ 
gan, and subsequently postmaster and 
mail carrier tor the brigade to which 
the Second Michigan was attached. In 
this capacity ghe went to tho peninsula 
with General McClellan’» army and re­ 
mained there as postmaster and mail 
carrier all through the campaign. 


During this disastrous campaign she 
bore herself bravely and welL 
While 
Yorktown was besieged she carried 
the mail on horseback for the brigade 
from Fortress Monroe—letters, papers 
and packages averaging from two to 
three bushels each trip—the distance 
being about 
twenty-five 
or thirty 
miles. 
Owing to the condition of the 
roads, she was often compelled to 
spend the night along the roadside. 
When she first began her trips it was 
reported that the bushwhackers had 
murdered a mail carrier on that road 
shortly before and robbed the mail. 
Tho report seemed to have some foun­ 
dation, for in the most lonely part Bhe 
found the ground still strewn with 
fragments of letters and papers. 
She 
was at the battle of Williamsburg, but 
was sick when the battle of Fair Oaks 
occurred, 


While the army lay in front of Rich­ 
mond the floods frequently carried 
away the bridges over the Chickahom- 
iny and the young mail carrier was 
more than once obliged to swim her 
horse across theswift, running stream. 
Often she sat in the saddle drenched 
for hours, sometimes remaing all night

into camp at Harrison’s Landing she 
resumed her old duties of postmaster, 
and when the army left the peninsula 
came to Alexandria with her company. 
The company was sent up the Shenan­ 
doah Valley and she went to a hos­ 
pital. 
She rejoined her command, 
though, in time to take part in the 
second battle of Bull Run. She was at 
Fredericksburg and at the battle acted 
as orderly to General O. M. Poe. 


About the middle of March, 1863, 
•she accompanied her company to Ken­ 
tucky. 
Here she was debilitated by 
the chills and fever. 
She applied fc r 5 
a furlough, but it was relused, and * 
fearing that her sex might be discov­ 
ered, she deserted. She reached Ober- j 
lin, Ohio, some time in April, and lor i 
four weeks wore the costume of a pri­ 
vate soldier. 
Then she went back to 
petticoats again and has never been 
in disguise since. 
Civil life had too 
few attractions for her, and soon after 
she returned to hospital duty once 
more under the auspices of the Chris­ 
tian Commission at Harper’s Ferry. 
She remained in the Department of 
the Cumberland during the remainder 
of the war. 
That she was able to so 
long hide the secret of her sex has 
been to soldiers a great wonder. 


The second authentic case on the 
records is not so interesting. 
The 
heroine was only able toremain in the 
service sixteen weeks. 
Her sex was 
then discovered, she was sent to the 
hospital and as soon as cured Bent 
home. 
She enlisted under the name 
of Charles Freeman, 
When discov­ 
ered she rofused to give her correct 
name, and she left the hospital a mys­ 
tery. 


Charles Freeman was a member of 
the Fifty-second Ohio and was sent to 
the general hospital at Louisville, 
Ky,, November 10, 1862. 
The diag­ 
nosis set against his name was “ sexual 
incompatibility and remittent fevei,” 
December 3, 1862, Charles Freeman 
was discharged “as a woman in dis­ 
guise as a soldier,” 
In the war de­ 
partment this diagnosis is regarded as 
tho gem of the hospital records. These 
two are the only cases of women, dis­ 
guised as men, entering the army that 
are known on the records. There may 
be mvre, but if so, the department 
knows them not,—Chicago Record.

The annual 
number of births, on the other hand, 
is estimated at 36,792,000—i. e., an 
average of 100,800 a day, 4200 an hour 
and 70 a minute« 


SOAKING CLOTHES. 


Before patting clothes in soak re­ 
member to remove all stains. 
Fruits 
stains and coffee stains may be re* 
moved by cold water. 
Iron rust is 
one of the stains which may be left 
till after the washing, as washing does 
not seem to set it perceptibly. 
It can 
be taken out at any time by laying the 
stain over a board in tho hot sun, cov­ 
ering it with salt and saturating it 
with lemon juice. Slight mildew staina 
will yield to the same treatment. 


A rusty or soiled iron is a very un­ 
satisfactory article to use. All flatirons 
should be washed at least two or three 
times a year in warm water in which a 
tablespoonful of lard to the gallon is 
melted. 
Wipe them dry and set them 
in a warm place till every drop oi 
moisture is gone. 
Irons should be 
kept in a clean place, away from the 
dust, where it is perfectly dry, but it 
is very bad practice to allow them to 
lie about tho stove, as some house* 
keepers do. 
Standing continually on 
the stove destroys the temper of the 
iron, and irons that have lost their 
temper will not retain their heat one 
half as long as those which have been 
properly cared for. 


The best iron holders are those 
made of cotton bed ticking. 
Do not 
make them too thick. 
Two layers oi 
wood stitched between two pieces oi 
bed ticking makes an iron holder 
which is thick enough for all practical 
purposes, and is not too clumsy to be 
put through the wash. 
Keep four or 
five holders in use, and give tho ironer 
a fresh supply for each ironing. 
Do 
not wait till the holders are greasy and 
stiff before they are put through the 
wash. Everything in connection with 
the laundry should be kept spotlessly 
clean. Keep two covers to the ironing 
board and two ironing sheets, so that 
a fresh cover and sheet may bo had 
whenever tho one in use may be 
soiled. It is nD economy to use old 
sheets for this purpose. 
It costs but 
little to buy heavy unbleached muslin 
from which to make these sheets. Old 
sheets are soon ironed into rags when 
used up in this way, and there are 
many other ways of utilizing old cot 
ton.—Baltimore Sun.

mtOTTES. 


Soft Corn Bread—Half a pint of 
oornmeal, half a pint of sour milk, 
half a pint of sweet milk, tablespoon­ 
ful of melted butter, pinch of salt, two 
well beaten eggs. 
Bake in deep dish. 


Delicate Cake—One and one-half 
cups of sugar, one-half cup butter, 
beat to a cream; then add the well- 
beaten whites of six eggd and one-hali 
cup milk, one and one-half cups flour, 
one-half cup cornstarch and two tea­ 
spoons baking powder. 
Sift ilour, 
cornstarch and baking powder to* 
gether. Beat thoroughly, flavor with 
one-half teaspoon almond and bake in 
moderate oven. 
Sufficient for three 
days.' 


Lobster Salad—Ono can lobsters, 
picking out all tho bones, two table* 
spoonB melted butter, two hard-boiled 
onG tablespoon mustard, one cup 
vinegar, one teaspoon salt, one salt- 
spoon of pepper, one head of celery, 
one heaping cup of cold boiled veal. 
Lobster, veal, eggs and celery should 
be chopped fine. Then mix all in* 
gredients together and set aside in a 
cool place until it is to be used. Suffi­ 
cient fojr two meals. 


Pauline Muffins—One pint flour, one 
pint milk, two eggs, one tablespoon 
sugar, one tablespoon butter, two tea­ 
spoons baking poWder, one-half tea­ 
spoon salt. Mix and sift together the 
flour, baking powder and salt, rub tho 
butter and sugar, then mix the flour 
with it to a cream; add the eggs and 
beat until smooth. 
Then pour in tho 
milk and beat rapidly until v^ry light. 
Pour into buttered muffin ^rings and 
bake in a quick oven.

House and Union depot were unroofed.

VrASHTNGTOX, May 27.—The house yes- 
terday, by a vote of 165 to 69, passed the 
bill for the repeal of section (U of the proe- 
ont tariff law, providing for a rebate on 
alcohol used in the arts or medicinal com- 
pounds.

HOW A SUALIi CHEESE IS MADE. 


The milk should be at a heat of 
eighty degrees, aud the rennet for 100 
pounds of milk will be two ounces. 
A 
good rennet is made in this way: Ono 
sliced lemon and six ounces of salt are 
put in a quart of boilini? water and 
left two hours. 
This is strained 
and 
set to cool. 
When cold, one stomach 
of a suokingcalf, cleaned of its con- 
tents, but not washed, and well salted 
and dried, is soaked in the liquid for 
twelve hours. 
This liquid is then 
bottled for use. 
Two ounces of it is 
sufficient for 100 pounds of milk. The 
curd will bo made in au hour or lose, 
and when it is stiS enough to be lifted 
by tbe finger and break across it is 
ready for the press. 
The curd iscare- 
fully dipped out with a strainer to get 
it separated fiom the whey, and put 
in a clean cloth and drained for an 
hour. 
It is then broken by tho hand 
and salM, and then put in a mold 
and pressed by setting a weight on it. 
When it is colid enough to be lifted 
easily it is taken out of the mold and 
wrapped with a bandage of cloth. 
It 
is then set on a clean board on a table 
in a cool room and turned every day, 
and if the outside becomes sticky it is 
dipped in warm water and wiped with 
a clean cloth. 
This is repeated daily 
for two weeks, after which it is kept a 
month or two in a cool place, when it 
will be fit for use. 
It will be well to 
rub the ekin with butler at intervals 
during tho curing to prevent flies lay- 
ing egvs on it, which will cause it to 
become maggoty.—American Farmer.

DO XOU KNOW? 
^^ 


At a recent meeting which the writer 
attended the question of how ranch ii 
cost to keep cows, figuring the feed 
consumed at market rates, and how 
much the receipts of the dairy were 
for the year 1895 was asked. 
Only 
one man in the audience could tell. 
Only three men had any idea of the 
individual excellences o'f their cows, 
so that they could tell which was the 
best or poorest cow. 
Will this plan 
of dairying bring prosperity to the 
farmer? 
Has any industry ever suc- 
ceeded when there was no definite plan 
or accurate knowledge about it? What 
the dairy industry needs more than 
any other thing is individual study of 
the conditions, not of tho Nation, but 
of the farm itself, and to see if the 
farm, farmer and dairy are in harmony 
with the market conditions which con- 
front this producer. 
There must be 
more downright, hard study in the 
matter. 
In this day and generation 
there is no excuse for two men to live 
side by side and the dairy of one pro- 
duce twice as much milk as that of the 
other. 
The difference is exactly the 
conception of the two men in regard 
to their business, and that difference 
IS simply tho result on the ono hand 
of honest inquiry and apiilication of 
acquired knowledge, and a halting, 
listless policy of putting off till to- 
morrow what should have been done 
to-day. 
Eight in connection with this 
is another great fault, which is an 
outgrowth of lack of knowledge, that 
of wasteful feeding of stock, and worse, 
actual destruction of good food, which, 
by better information, could have been 
turned into good money and a benefit 
received. 
What tho result is now is a 
large loss. 
Feed now means money 
in a double sense; stock food, and a 
money value from its feeding, besides 
fertility. 
This is not u plea for more 
cows and more food, but less cows 
which^give far moremillv, and food so 
fed that there is a visible gain seen 
and realized from its feeding. 
Tons 
upon tons of good food are wasted 
every month by reason of its being 
fed to worthless animals, non-produc- 
ing or not paying for their food and 
deteriorating every day in value, fed 
to stock for the simple purpose of 
maintenance aud not growth; and so 
on through the list. 
All this results 
from lack of cultured intelligence ap- 
plied m the direction 
of economy. 
This falls on the dairymen quite 
as 
heavily as on any other producing 
class, and largely from cows that cost 
large money to keep and return small 
incomes in comparison. 
Have you 
caught the idea; that larger 
profits 
can only come from a better 
cow, 
cheaper fed and better cared for, and 
yet finer produce oHered to the con 
sumer?—Practical Farmer.

If this disruption in the A.^^P. A. is 
•the beginning of its end as a secret po 
litical organisation, the candidacy of 
McKinley has at least done some good 
already. 
While we do not pretend to 
be familiar with all the principles and 
objects of this organization, it is enough 
to know that it seeks to •control the 
clectinns of the country through secret 
methods, which, in itself, is so entirely 
un American as to bring it within the 
condemnation of all fair and 
liberal 
minded men. 


Sccret societies in them selves, when 
tcstablished 
for the promulgation 
of 
great principles, for the good oi society 
and the country, or for the purpose of 
iclieving the distress and furthering the 
interests of their members, certainly 
deserve to prosper and are in no sense 
a menace to anybody or anything. 
It 
IS safe to say that when they do not 
have some great and worthy underly- 
ing object, they must sooner or later 
succumb. 
Politics as we know it, is 
bad enough, secret enough and corrupt 
enough, without the organization 
of 
special secret organizations to further 
thwait the free and open expression ol 
opinion, so necessary to the safety ot 
our form of government. 


As we view the situation, there is no 
nccetisily in this country for the A- P. 
A, as we understand it. 
It is true, it 
^seems to be powerful, and probably 
has some worthy objects which have 
attracted as members a great 
many 
people, yet the verdict of the country 
will surely assert itself against it, unless 
it breaks of its own accord before that 
•time comes, and the Washington meet- 
ing seems to have been the ¿nterfng 
wedge to that end. 
No political pow- 
er which fails to publish openly its 
principles, deserves to thrive on Amer- 
ican soil.

SOAKINa CLOTHES. 


Before patting clothes in soak re- 
member to remove all stains. 
Pruits 
stains and ooffeo stains may be re- 
moved b j cold water. 
Iron rust is 
one of the stains which may be left 
till after the washing, as washing does 
not seem to set it perceptibly. 
It can 
be taken out at any time by laying the 
stain over a board in the hot sun, cov- 
ering it with salt and saturating it 
with lemon juice. Slight mildew staina 
will yield to the same treatment. 


A rusty or soiled iron is a very un- 
satisfactory article to use. Allflatirons 
should be washed at least two or three 
times a year in warm water in which a 
tablespoonful of lard to the gallon is 
melted. 
Wipe them dry and set them 
in a warm place till every drop ol 
moisture is gone. 
Irons should be 
kept in a clean place, away from the 
dust, where it is perfectly dry, but it 
is very bad practice to allow them to 
lie about tho stove, as some house- 
keepers do. 
Standing continually on 
the stove destroys the temper of' the 
iron, and irons that have lost 
their 
temper will not retain their heat one- 
half as long as those which have been 
properly cared for. 


The best iron holders aro 
those 
made of cotton bed ticking. 
Do not 
make them too thick. 
Two layers ol 
wood stitched between two pieces of 
bed ticking makes an iron 
holder 
which is thick enough for all practical 
purposes, and is not too clumsy to bo 
put through the wash. 
Keep four or 
live holders in use, and give tho ironer 
a fresh supply for each ironing:. 
Do 
not wait till the holders are greasy and 
stiff before they are put through the 
wash. Everything in connection with 
the laundry should be kept spotlessly 
clean. Keep two covers to the ironing 
board and two ironing sheets, so that 
a-fresh cover and sheet may bo had 
whenever tho one in use may 
be 
soiled. 
It is no economy to use old 
Sheets for this purpose. 
It costs but 
littlo to buy heavy unbleached muslin 
from which to make these sheets. Old 
sheets are soon ironed into rags when 
used up in this way, 
and there are 
many other ways of utilizing old cot- 
ton.—Baltimore Sun,
